All Salvationist Young People who need help they cannot get locally, 
are inv ted to correspond with the Counsellors appointed, and none of 
■these letters are opened by others than those for whom they are intended. 
When the homes and surroundings o: the majority of these Young People 
are considered, it will be seen that the correspondence must necessarily 
lie largely of a private nature. Almost all of them are working for the'r 
living, niiany under such disadvantageous circumstances as would daunt 
many loss earnest souls than they are encouraged to expect to be. World- 
ly families, ungodly relatives, 'persecuting workmates, surround them; 
and often under positively cruel cond' tious and immoral temptations, 
they are seeking to live the life of Jesus Christ, and to show His deliv- 
ering power. , 



A Wonderful Key. 

All these subjects referred to at times perplex them, and to provide 
for those who need private counsel and advice is part of the work of the 
great Organisation to which they belong. .; 

M. speaking of her many-sided work, ... the Women's Counsellor says: — 

"The worst people I ever came in contact; with Have bad some desire 
to be-, good.; if one only gets near enough, to them it; can. be surely (felt. 
'The man that hath f rends .must show himself f riendly.* -.' Kindness is a 
wonderful key. Seeing the good in a person; keeping one's heart so 
tender that one is not always on the look-out for faults but for values; 
keeping strong one's own hope for each — these are needful if one would 
g've the right kind of help. 

One young man wrote to the Counsellor saying that he had been 
greatly troubled for some years by reason of certain unconfessed 
wrong. He was employed on the clerical staff of one of our great ra'l-,. 
ways, and had risen to a fairly good position. The only way to advance- 
ment' was to pass certain test examinations, which he had succeeded in 
doing, earning three promotions as a result. 

'His conscience troubled him, however, because of the fact that,, 
through, the faithlessness of another clerk, he had seen the question, 
papers before the examination, and had, consequently, primed himself 
with' the answers, thus gaining his advancement by unfair means. 

A Pathetic Appeal, 

• The lad feared to make confession,. because it would mean dism'ssal, 
and his parents, who were dependent upon his earnings, would suffer ac- 
cordingly. .';■ 

In his distress he confided in the Men's Counsellor/ and, of course, 
was urged to make a :full .confess 'on.

fa'lure of a mo'her, from anybody under the sun, but' God and the Young 
People's Counsellor alone know the agony of it all. , 

The. home of. one poor lassie is a drink-shop, and although so young, 
she is literally forced by her mother to serve beer and spirits in the 
bar. "There is money in i.t," says the mother, "and you shall sell; I'll 
make you!" ' 

Yet' another is "mothering" a family of young children, and keeping 
her widowed father's house. She carries a terr ble burden, however, that 
no one has ever guessed. The washing, cooking, mending, scrubbing, and 
nursing she does gladly, without a single regret that all her bright, 
young life is being spent on a woman's work without a woman's joy. 
The anguish lies in her ineffectual attempts to keep her father from fear- 
ful wroijgdoiiiR'. This is ageing her. To find in the Young People's Coun- 
sellor a trend who will not fail her, whose help is quick, and whose 
advice is always, ready, is indeed a godsend to this brave burden-bearer. 
She shares her sorrow, and is comforted and upheld. 

The Comic Side, 

Some of these girls need the burden wresting from them, rather than 
power given them to go on carry'ng it. - Grace, for instance (just be- 
cause that is not her name), lias shown the sunny side of her Salvation- 
ism in her home for years. She and her mother have worked in a 
factory, and early and late she lias toiled in order to keep the house 
bright and speckless; but the girl's wages have beeu forced out of her 
to the last halfpenny, and spent in drink. Woman though she is, she has 
been treated like a child of ten, and thrashed until her bruises became 
a ser'.ous .thing. 

At last matters reached a crisis, and Grace was hurried off to a good 
Salvationist's home. The mother sought .ratil -EhG-Jound her, when she 
smashed every window of the house within reach. Gratw^gai lodged 
elsewhere,' but with the same result. At length the London Headquarte^ 
took the hiatter in hand, and Grace is using her life , to-day to better'; 
purpose— using for others the lessons she learned 'n her school of sorrow., ■ 
.'■■ But they are. not all tragedies which claim the attention- of the Coun» : , "'•'■ 
sellor, Sometimes it is health, and if the "general ignorance were not so-':', 
pitiful, it would possess a. ■■.comic side> The Counsellor is obliged to study . : 
pretty closely the • cause and effect of physical ills, with, certain needful 
forms of treatment before she can advise in the varied cases that - come , 
before her. 

Questions Asked 

But these cases are not ignored, or treated with a smile. "There is 
a reason for this," says, the Counsellor, and forthwith sets to work to 
find it out and offer the right remedy— aided - frequently, of course, by . 
the Medical Officer of the International Headquarters. 

, In letters and lectures alike, the .Counsellor insists, upon rational 
eating, rational breathing,, rational bathing, 'rational exercise, and : the 
effects of such simple treatment are, already showing themselves in the 
upbuild'ng of many weakened constitutions. , .■-,. 

Difficulties regarding .situations olaim a good deal' of attention, Some- 
times it is .the, fault of the emplpyer, sometimes the fault of. the em- 
ployed. Whatever it is must he found and dealt, with. A legal question. ■- 
is frequently involved; ignorance on- the pa.rt.of a lad pr girl must be en- ■ 
Tghtened, and j, assistance proffered where necessary,, Many such queries 
as the following are put to the Counsellors on both sides:—. ■:

For 
many cases the Counsellor has inter- 
viewed the old employer, carrying the 
known or estimated amount of for- 
gotten depredations, and invariably 
taking ■' back to the transgressor, an 
assurance of forg'yeness. In one case 
a mistress acknowledged the resti- 
tution with a kindly letter of Interest, 
adding as a postcript— "Forgive us 
our .'■' trespasses as we forg ve them 
that. trespass against us!" 

More than one or two Irate employ- 
ers of labour, who previously had no 
good Word to say for The Salvation 
'Army, have relaxed into wonderment 
and relenting when they have re- 
ceived sums long since given up as 
lost, or frequently whose d'sappear- 
ance was not even suspected. "If" 
that.. fa what you teach your people. 
I hope you'll live for ever!" ejacula- 
ted one much-surprised man. 

Often a. confession of wrong is 
needful when restitution is not re- 
quired.

iITH a view to finding 
out what i B being done 
by our Salvage Depart- 
ment, at Toronto, we 
recently despatched a 
representative of the War Cry to 
spend a day at the store we have 
opened on Queen Street. So for the 
time being he became assistant to 
Adjutant Sims, helping to serve the 
customers who streamed in and out 
all day, and taking mental notes of 
all that happened on the premises. 
As a result of his observations be has 
reached the conclusion that the Sal- 
vage Store has more than justified its., 
existence, and is proving a real boon 
to poor people. Just, here we might 
state that the primary reason for the 
istartlng- of this work was to provide 
food and shelter, and temporary em- 
ployment for men who, through mis- 
fortune, -were destitute and homeless, 
yet willing to work for their living. 
A secondary reason, really the out- 
come of the .first, was to help poor 
people obtain clothing and furniture 
at very low rates. Keeping these two 
points in view, therefore, our repre- 
sentative endeavoured to discover to 
what extent the Salvage Department 
was fulfilling its mission. On making 
a tour of the premises he ascertained

fortune dogged his footsteps after 
that, and, try as he would, he could 
obtain no other situation. At last ho 
and his wife camo to the cud of their 
resources. The woman happily found 
a situation as domestic servant, but

room, containing about a score of 
beds. Many Interesting stories could 
be told about those who occupy theni, 
but we have only space for one. It 
is a typical case, however. One day 
a ■ big wholesale firm rang up the 
Adjutant on the telephone and asked 
him if he could help a poor fellow 
who was down and out, He readily 
agreed,. and the man was sent to the 
Salvage Department. At one time, 
the Adjutant ascertained, he had held 
a very good position, but, owing to 
the failure of the company he worked 
for, was forced to give it up.

was reduced to a pitiable plight when 
The Army took his case in baud. He 
was re-clothed and supplied with 
meals and lodging, not being treated 
as an object of charity, however, but 
being given a chance to earn his own 
living, which was what he most do- 
sired. At first he sorted rags, and 
waste paper, but after he bad been 
with The Army for a month, the 
Adjutant was able to secure him a 
position elsewhere, and three weeks 
later he got him a still better job. 
He is now re-united to Ida wife, and 
they are well on the road to compara- 
tive prosperity. The timely help 
given him just tided him over the 
worst of his difficulties, and. perhaps 
saved him from suicide. There are 
many men with similar stories of 
non-success, who now thank God that 
The Army lifted them out of the 
depths. " To find but what benefits 
are being conferred on poor folks we 
must descend to the store and watch 
the procession that is constantly 
moving in and out. 

Work hegins at 7 a. m, in the 
Salvage store, and the first thing to 
be done is to instruct the drivers- 
there are four of them— at what 
houses to call during the day; Cards 
have been previously left 1 at these 
houses intimating that cast-off cloth- 
ing, old rubbers, newspapers, mag- 
azines, old furniture, etc., would be 
called for if the householder had any 
such things to dispose of. Off go the 
waggons, therefore, and now the 
telephone calls begin to get more 
frequent, as persons apply for men 
to do work for them, such as beating 
carpets or digging gardens. From 
the group of men standing around the 
door, the Lleuiecaant selects -as nxmy 
as a^e lequtred, and sends 4h«» ojt 
to do the work.

men per month are thus provided with] 
temporary employment. People now, 
begin to come to the store to get 
their wants supplied, and many 
pathetic stories are poured into the 
ears of the Adjutant and his assist- 
ants during the day. Here comes a 
little girl, holding her smaller brother; 
by the hand. She has a wistful ex- 
pression on her face as she timidly, 
advances to the counter and peers 
over the top of it. 

"Well, what do you want, iny little, 
dear?" » 

"If you please, sir, I don't want' 
nothing, but my brother Jimmie 
hasn't got no boots or stockings, and 
mother sent me round to ask if you 
could let him have some for five 
cents. It's all the money mother has 
to spare, and Jimmie has to go to 
a Sunday School concert to-morrow, 
and he will be dreadful disappointed 
if he has to stay home 'cause o£ hav- 
ing no boots to put. on." 

All this was spoken rapidly and 
with eagerness, as the little girl look- 
ed up appeallngly at the man behind 
the counter. Her request would have, 
melted a heart of stone, and, need- 
less to say, Jimmie was soon trotting 
off home, clad in some nice boots and 
stockings. Later on, another little- 
girl appeared. Her story was even, 
more pitiful. She wanted some clothes 
for her brother. 

"Where is he?" she was asked. ' 

"Oh, I couldn't bring him with me, 
because he's got nothing to wear," 
was the reply, "but, I guess I can 
tell what'll fit him, and please, mister, 
can you let me have the things for. 
fifteen cents, 'cause it's all mother 
has got," 

"Soon she, too, was on her home- 
ward way, bearing a big Imndle of 
clothing, and, no doubt, the poor 
struggling mother was overjoyed to 
he able to clothe her boy so cheaply, 

There is a great demand for child- 
ren's clothing at, the Salvage Store, 
and many hard working niotho.rs who 
have a big struggle to make! both 
ends moot, must surely blass the day 
on which such a place waft started 
in the city. One -of them, now cornea 
in. She has five children with her, 
and from their appearance they sadly 
need lifting out afresh. For a few; 
dollars siio Is able to gel. thorn Hnllies, 
hats and boots, run! they go off in 
groat, gleo. Another careworn look- 
ing mother, with one baby in arms 
and another fugging ati hoc skirts, 
now appears. Site wants to know if 
she can get a go-cart. She is provided 
with one for 25 cents, and is thus 
ablo to wheel her baby around In- 
stead of tiring herself out by oarry-, 
4»k it all the while. Here comes a 
man who says he has a job to go 
to, if he only had a pick and shovel. 
He is soon fixed up. Then another 
comes and says that ho would stand 
a better chance of getting a job IB 
he only had a decent suit of clothes. 
He . is supplied at a very moderate, 
cost. 

A peculiar case next cornea to oni" 
notice. A man has had all his clot lies, 
except, those he stands up iti, stolon 
from him at his boardlng-houao, and 
can't afford to get a now supply. Ho, 
is fitted out afresh at. a prieo within 
his means. And so they continue to 
come all the day long, seeking for 
hats, boots, pants, \mdorclothos, 
socks, overcoats, and thus, what the 
rich throw aside is gladly mule use 
of by tho poor, who contrive to patch' 
and dam and mend the old garments 
and make them serviceable! for a long 
time. One poor old lady, who had 
a large family to provide for. thought 
she had struck a bonanza when sho 
came upon a pile of old socks and 
stockings. She very cpilcMy tilled 
a bag with them, and wont off to 
darn them for her boys ami girls, who 
will now be set up for months to 
come. 

About 1,300 people aro thus sup- 
plied with clothing each month, the 
small oharge made barely covering; 
the cost of collecting and distribu- 
tion. In addition to this, however, 
about, two hundred per month are 
supplied with clothing and fum'ture 
entirely free. Their circumstances 
are always investigated and goods 
supplied according to tholr need. In, 
one case, especially heartrending, 
about $^.00 worth, of stuff was given. 
A mother and daughter lived In one 
worn. The daughter was dying of 
consumption, and the mother wan ttn» 
able to go to work on account of

King Manuel of Portugal has be- 
stowed upon . Queen Amel e, his

His 
Majesty has decorated also the police- 
man who shot Buissa, the man who 
killed the K.ng, giving him the order 
of the Tower and the Sword. This 
decoration endows the recipient with 
the rank of an officer, and entitled 
'him to a royal pension,

her face, lest, perchance, the purvey- 
ors of comestibles and combustibles 





catch even a momentary glimpse of 
her features. 

A Turkish Marriage. 

In Turkey marrage is , a strictly , 
civil act:, the validity of. which con- 
sists in its being attested by at least- 
two witnesses; and, although an iman, 
or pr est, is usually present at the 
signing of the contract, it is in his 
legal rather than in his religious 
capacity. | The evil ceremony is 
simplicity itself. The bridegroom 
Vid his witnesses repair to the. home' 
of the bride, in the selaml 1c of which : 
her male relatives discuss with them 
the payment .of the nekiah. This 
question settled, and the contract 
•Irawn up, the bridegroom thrice re- 
peats his des're to marry the daugh- 
ter of the house, upon which the 
l'mam proceeds to the door communi- 
cating with the lia.renilik, behind 
Which the bride, and her female rela- 
tives are assembled. After announc- 
ing the amount of the nekiah agreed 
upon, the imam asks the nuiklon if 
she accepts t,h e suitor for her hus- 
band. The question and the affirma- 
tive answer having been thrice re- 
peated, the imam returns to the sel- 
amlik, where, he attests the consent 
of the bride, and the couple are con- 
sidered to be legally married. 

An Old Oriental Custom. 

The bride ami groom do not meet, 
however, until the conclusion of tho 
tJughun ziafetr, or week of Wedding 
festivities, which may not bo held 
for some; months afterward. These 
enterta nineuts, to which all friends 
and relatives are Invited, and at 
which the poop of the neighbourhood 
are also feasted, constitute the social 
sanction of the family alliance enter- 
ed into in pryate. When all these 
formalities are at an end, and the 
bride has been taken in a camel-litter, 
preceded by hands of music and with 
much pomp, to ber new home, If the 
spouse chosen for her by her parents 
is not nltnHnthi-r to Jjr.'i* liking, she 
may st. li refuse to accept, hint its her 
husband, Kur. according to an Ori- 
ental custom of immemorial iurW|ii' , v.

no righh-i »vor his bride until she has 
Mliriiicn' to blur. The br do, It must 
bi> reiiinmhi.'1-i.'il, never sees her future 
husband, except from her window, iik 
he p:ii':ii';-; in t lie street ■ below. The 
unveiling or the bride's face by the 
brdogrooin is the concluding act of 
tho marriage ceremony, and one's 
heart bleeds for these poor little 
Turkish brides suddenly transplanted 
from the homes of their childhood to 
the roof-trees of perfect strangers. 
It is to bo hoped that one of the llrst 
social reforms to come with the new 
order of things in Turkey, w 11 be the 
abolition of ntarrhigo with an un- 
known and, in many cases, an unseen 
husband.

family was supplied with furniture. 

During the day several men came 
in with bundles of waste paper; for 
which they roce'.ved so much cash, 
according to th e weight. This is an- 
other method of helping poor folks to 
earn an honest living, and several 
bring four or five hundredweight a 
day for sale. About ten tons of 
waste paper is handled each week. 
Towards evening & number of grimy 
sons of to'!, fresh from the factories, 
came in, searching for old clothes that 
would do for them to go to work 
in, Numbers of women, seeking boots 
for their children, or for themselves, 
also put in an appearance. "Child- 
ren always kick out so many boots,"' 
said one, "and it's always mother 
who has to be last in getting a new 
pai'.r, but I really must get, some for 
myself to-night, for mine are almost 
Worn through." 

Ah, yes, it is mothers who are poor 
who know the meaning of self sac- 
rifice. 

Now the last customer is served, 
the lights ar'e turned off, the blinds 
pulled down, the doors closed, and 
one more day's work is finished. It 
is a work for humanity, and a work 
for God. ' :

SOUTH AFRIGA. 

Lieut-Colonel Smith, the Secretary 
for Native Affairs, thus describes his 
visit to the Amaxosa Division at 
Easter:^ 

"I have just come from the Xosa 
Division, -where I spent my Easter. 
On Sunday, accompanied by Major 
Soul, I visited Ridsdel Location. We 
had a very profitable day's fighting, 
with eight but for cleansing and three 
for salvation. . Three of these com- 
rades, including two sisters, gave up 
their pipes. The Xosa women are 
inveterate smokers. We had an in- 
teresting -and successful experiment 
on Sunday afternoon, in the shape of 
a united open-air demonstration, in 
the Market Square, King William's 
Town. Five Corps united, one of 
which came from Tshoxa, four miles 
away. All the "marches" converged 
on the Square at one time, and, as 
there were four drums being heartily 
thumped by enthusiastic native drum- 
mers, sleepy King Williams Town 
got a thorough rousing. The meeting 
itself was a very good one; hundreds 
of Natives and many Whites listened. 
I had two Headmen who' are Salva- 
tionists, to speak. Many natives 
thanked us afterwards, one remarking 
'You have to-day fed. us; we have got 
meat from you." On Easter Monday, 
all the Corps united at Tshoxa, where 
we had successful gatherings, 
. There was great enthusiasm, especi- 
ally, at the united open-air demonstra- 
tion down amongst , the, 'raws'', 
(heathen.) 

"Our policy was never more aggres- 
sive that at present." 

FINLAND. 

Last ..year the Viborg Town /Council 
gave a. grant of F. Mks, 1,000,. in sup-
